The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 



record fails to teach a card with a magnetic ring zone and a magnetic stripe zone and a reader 
with a stationary read mechanism to read data by placing the card proximate the reader. The 
Examiner notes that the art of record to King (see previous Office Action), appeared to teach the 
limitations of the magnetic stripe and ring zone on the same side of the card, but did not 
constitute prior art in hght of the CIP date of the current appUcation. Additionally, the art of 
Conner et al. (see below) appears to teach the card limitations, but again does not appear to 
constitute prior art. The prior art of Fujimoto et al. and Kojima (see below) appear to be to cards 
with ring shaped magnetic storage.
